|Work And Wages Needed! 


HILE the wages of money in Canada is climbing higher 
through the manipulation of the dishonest dollar, the 
wages of labor throughout the Dominion is being steadily 
driven down. That is a condition which must be halted if 
Canada is not to commit economic suicide. 

High wages for money and low wages for labor are re- 
lated. They are the opposing sides of the coin, or the op- 
posing scales of a balance. When one goes up the other 
foes down, 5 

To make money profitable to the money lenders it 
must be made scarce. Scarce money means curtailment 
of production and a lowering of price scales. Lowering of 
price scaies tends to further curtail production. Curtail- 
ment of production means an increasing shortage of jobs 
and a lowering of wages. These in turn still further cur- 
tail production and employment. The vicious circle en- 
larges with each revolution. 

Employers for the most part are helpless in the mat- 
ter. Unless belonging te the favored classes enjoying pro- 
fection to an extent far beyond their wage bills, they are 
as helpless victims of the monetary conditions as the men 
they are compelled to dismiss or place on reduced wages. 
The remedy lies in the hands of those responsible for the 
present scarcity and dearness of money.

OW short is Canada of the money actually needed to 

restore her to the price levels and credit conditions 

which existed three years ago? It is a question that can 
be answered with a high degree of exactitude. 

Mr. Sanford Evans of Winnipeg, well known as a busi- 
ness economist and now holding the high position of Presi- 
dent of the Chambers cf Commerce of Canada, has made 
Searching calculations on the subject. He says that where- 
as three years ago there was in circulation in Canada 
money and credit to theextent of $3,800,000,000, on 
March 31 of this year that sum had sunk to $1,800,000,000. 

Money and credit is the lifeblood of trade. At the pre- 
sent time Canada is suffering from a form of industrial 
esnemia. She has by actual calculation less than half of the 
blood in ner monetary veins that she had three years ago. 
Like a skilled diagnost'cian of trade sicknesses, Mr. San- 
ford Evans has placed his finger on one of the main ills 
from which Canada is suffering. 

HE remedy is easy to apply. It is within the power of 

Premier Bennett. He has already applied it with suc- 
cess to one commercial corporation in Canada. Under the 
extraordinary powers he obtained from parliament, he re- 
cently used the credit of people of Canada to guarantee the 
bank credit of this large corporation to the extent of sixty 
million dollars. Under the powers he has over the currency 
of Canada he further advanced without interest (until such 
time as their common shareholders are in receipt of five 
per cent dividends from profits) some millions of dollars 
in order that the Angus shops might be kept open and their 
thousands of workpeople continued in employment. 

Not a word of criticism has been offered at the action 
of the Premier in coming to the aid of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. The only criticism that could be given would be 
were he to deny similar assistance from the public credit to 
the provincial governments to enable workless people to 
pe put to work, or were he to deny salary stability to the 
employees of the people’s own road. 
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HAT is needed in Cansda is a policy of “work and 
wages”. Work there is on every hand to do; wages 
there can be in plenty if the dammed up stream of national 
credit is released for the benefit of the general public as 
it has been released in pert for the benefit of the share- 
holders and employees of the Canadian Pacific Railway. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway is entitled to aid be- 
cause it too is a victim. like thousands of lesser concerns, 
of the poiicies of “sound money,” restricted trade and idle- 
ress that have emanated from Ottawa in the past three 
years. Were a policy of “work and wages” instituted and 
the manhood of Canada from one shore to the other placed 
at work by the use of tne national credit, both railroads of 
Canada would find ample revenues in the transportation of 
goods and passengers, end be enabled to work out their 


own salvation. | 

Until the amount of money and credit in circulation 
is at least equal to $3,890,000,000 there can be no charge 
of inflation. To that point—the point at which most of 
our public and private debts were assumed—it is reflation 
und an essential step in the return to normal conditions. 


OVERNMENT policies which have forced the C. P. R. 
to a point where it had to seek aid from the national 
treasury nave driven thousands of lesser business institu- 
tions from the Atlantic to the Pacific to the verge of bank- 
ruptey. ‘There is no change in sight. Government policies 
must be reversed. Instead of curtailing the volume of 
money and credit—which benefits only the money-lender 
and the eoupon-clipper at the expense of the national pro- | 
gress—the federal government must reflate to at least the 
point where the manhood of the nation can be put to pro- | 
ductive work, where debts can be paid and normal condi- | 
tions restored. Wages and salaries must be kept up and 
the consumption-power of the ordinary citizen made use of. 
It can be done and it must be done, Otherwise greater 
chaos and ruin will result.

HOW CURTAIL: 

Premier Brownlee declines to comment 
on the agreement made at London where- 
by the farmers in Alberta are required to 
sow 15 per cent less acreage to wheat next 
spring. 

No criticlam is coming to him on that 
score. It was not his arrangement; though 
if the curtailment is to be enforced by law 
and police, the enforcing will apparently 
have to be done by the provincial govern- 
ments, in whole or in part. 

Whether, how, and by whom compul- 
sion is to be applied to effect the reduction 
in acreage are matters to be settled at a 
conference between federal and provincial 
governments. Meantime the provincial 
ministers, like the farmers, can only 
wonder what the Dominion in its wisdom 
has let them in for. 

No statement has been made as to how 
the London agreement is to be imple- 
mented. While Ottawa has not asked for 
suggestions on that point, and is not likely 
to, it may be surmised the best the govern- 
ments can do is advise the farmers to go 
easy at seeding time, and leave the rest to 
sweet reasonableness. Steam-roller tacties 
are not very popular in this country just 


now. 


PARLIAMENT SHOULD SAY 


When the parliament of Canada ap- 
points a certain day to be observed-as a 
statutory holiday it should explain what it 
means by a “statutory holiday’. At pre- 
sent the term appears to mean whatever 
the by-laws of any municipality may hap- 
pen to make it mean. 

Thus, the chief of police at Calgary an- 
nounced that business places there would 
be closed all day on Remembrance Day, 
under a city bylaw. At Edmonton mer- 
chants and civic authorities discussed the 
matter and appealed to Ottawa, eliciting 
a response that seemed to mean Ottawa 
hoped the holiday would be observed gen- 
erally, wasn’t sure that it would be, but 
couldn’t or wouldn't do anything about it 
if it were not observed as a full day off. 

The up-shot almost certainly is that in 
gome communities in Canada business 
places will close for the entire day, and in 
others for the forenoon only. It will not, 
that is to say, be observed everywhere as a 
full national holiday. 

It is not fair to the municipal councils, 
the businessmen of the country, nor the 
public, to thus name a national holiday 
without saying definitely whether observ- 
ance is mandatory or optional only. Nor is 
respect for the national authority encour- 
aged when the national authority does not 
say plainly what it intends or expects the 
public to do in response to a statutory en- 
actment. 


ALBERTA NEEDS ROADS, ‘TOO 


Fifteen hundred more single unemploy- 
ed men, it is announced, are to be shipped 
from Alberta to work camps in the Koot- 
enay district of British Columbia. Several 
hundred have already been sent from this 
province to that district 

Why, it may be asked, is this large 
amount of surplus labor being transported 
from Alberta to British Columbia and set 
to work there on road-construction? Al- 
berta has a vast amount of road-making 
that needs doing, and is not being done be- 
cause money is scarce. And are there not 
enough idle men in British Columbia to do 
the road-building that is needed and finan- 
cially possible there? 

According to all the published reports, 
British Columbia is in a weaker financial 
position than Alberta. And if Vancouver 
civic authorities and newspapers speak the 
truth that city has been the Mecca to 
which the unemployed from all parts of 
western Canada have been flocking dur- 
ing the last two or three years

Why 
cannot Alberta get road money to carry 
on a corresponding highway development

RE-FINANCE FARM MORTGAGES 

The United Farmers of Manitoba, at 
their annual convention, decided to ask the 
legislature to wipe out all arrears of inter- 
est on farm mortgages aceruing since 
1930, to make all payments of interest dur- 
ing these four years apply on principal, 
and to suspend’ future interest charges 
until the level of farm product, prices 
reaches the level of 1926. 

That obviously is a radical proposal. It 
is based on the assumption that the mort- 
gage companies could afford to do with- 
out dividends as well as the farmer is 
managing to do without the money to pay 
his interest bills. The United Farmers of 
Manitoba evidently feel if there has to be 
“deflation”, and if it is good for the coun- 
try in the long run, as is claimed, the fin- 
ancial loss and the moral gains should be 
passed around and shared by all. 

But there is another party involved 
who should not go without notice or pro- 
tection—the person of moderate means 
who has loaned money on a farm mort- 
gage or invested his money in mortgage 
company stock, and who has nothing to 
live on but the interest or dividends he 
draws from these investments, These are 
in many cases old people, and beneficiaries 
of life insurance policies. They have done 
nothing to deserve being turned on to the 
street. 

A better scheme, one that would do jus- 
tice to everyone, and that should be advo- 
cated in every western province, is that 
farm mortgages be re-financed, on a plan 
corresponding to that which has been set 
up by President Roosevelt in the United 
States. Under that arrangement those who 
have loaned money on mortgages would 
get it back, and interest rates would be cut 
down to a level in keeping with present 
farm incomes. 

That is the most direct, cheapest, and 
perhaps the inevitable way to solve the 
farm mortgage problem.

Health and Dict Advice 


—— By Dr. Frank McCoy 


The fear of not making good may easily begin 
at school. The child with average smartness sees 
the very smart children doing better than he can 
do and begins to rate himself as “dumb.” Very 
few children are equally good in all subjects and 
when the child starts to fail in 
the particular ones for which 
he does not have much natural 
ability, he may then develop 
fear and uncertainity. 

Many educators are pointing 
out that mueh of the adult fear 
of failure does start in the 
school, It has been found that 
the old methods of teaching, 
which exhorted the child to 
stand first in his class and told 
him that “there was no such 
word as fail,” was all right for 
the few bright ones, but all 
wrong for the large number of 
children who were just average. Teachers. held up 
honors for all to strive for, which as a matter of 
fact, were possible to only a few. From attempt- 
ing tasks far beyond them, boys and girls learned 
that they were going to fail. They tried their best 
to make good and when they did not make the 
grade, slowly decided that there must be some- 
thing wrong with them. This fear of failure often 
beginning many things which he would be able to 
do with utmost ease, if his faith in himself were 
only whole. 

In a few cases, the feeling of not being quite 
as good as anyone else may start in a slight defect. 
The child may need to wear glasses, may wet the 
bed, be disfigured by birthmarks, scars or pimples, 
or his teeth may stick,out or he may stammer. 
Such a slight handicap may set him apart from 
others, and his inferiority begins from it and be- 
comes greatly magnified in his own mind. 


Once a well developed fear it build up, much 
misery follows. The person with it may have a 
hard time meeting and getting along with others. 
Later he wil] fipd that the way he feels about him- 
self is determining what he will try to do with his 
abilities. In practically every case, his fear of not 
making good will stop him from doing thing he 
can do. 


In helping your child to keep his healthy con- 
fidence in himself there are several things you 
can do, A good plan to follow is to let the child 
win your praise each time that he succeeds, 
Rather than scolding him for failure, learn to 
praise him for success, Encourage him to do just 
a little better next time. By concentrating on the 
things he can do best, you bring to his attention 
his own worth. He begins to feel that he has 
special abilities capable of winning praise. At the 
same time he is learning his good points, he will 
find out the things in which he is limited and will 
accept the fact of his limitations easily and with- 
out conflict. If you will compare him with the 
average, you will find he is just as capable, just as 
necessary and just as werth-while as any other 
child. Onee you make him realize that you believe 
this, you strengthen his confidence unbelievably

Instead of setting up a lot ef false standards 
which will be a strain for him to meet, try this 
common-sense method of praising him for what he 
can do. When he succeeds in anything, be glad of 
it and let him know it. Find some way to make 
him feel fhat the folks at home have faith in him 
and that a fw failures do not matter very much 
but only indicate that temporarily he was on the 
wrong track. Keep his attention on the things he 
can do 

By cultivating this attitude you best help the 
child to keep his God-given confidence in himself, 
make him feel he is just as good as any of his 
friends and send him out inte the world confident 
and unafraid. Such a child will entirely escape that 
curse of modern life—the inferiority complex

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Sound Money Will 
Resist Depreciation 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C, 


oes Timid financiers are afraid that once sound money 
is issued to pay off our public debt, our money will become 
depreciated and lose its investing power and its purchasing 
power. 


There is no danger whatever of this taking place. 
The existing depreciation of real estate values in Canada 
far exceeds the amount of sound money which would have 
to be issued: depreciation in timber values, and _ silver, 
copper, ‘ead and zinc values must be added to the real 
estate depreciation—so that every dollar of value increase 
brought nbout by the issue of sound money (secured by 
sinking fund) would be represented by more than one 
dollar of actual, physical assets. 


The Portuguese nation, having placed the world 
under obligation by the discovery of India by water route 
around the Cape of Good Hope many centuries ago, has, in 
these modern days, placed the world under further obliga- 
tion, by lemonstrating as fact not theory, that the basis 
of value of money is the stability of the national promise 
to pay—and not the value of any commodity used as a 
security against any specific money issues. 


All the theories, arguments and facts relating to an 
‘aconvertible managed currency such as that of Portugal 
were considered by the House of Lords when the Bank of 
Portugal sued Waterlow & Sons, Ltd., the English printers, 
for issuing forged notes. It was contended that the notes 
bad no intrinsic value, and that the only damage was the 
cost of paper and printing. The Law Lords (Lord Mac- 
millan being present and concurring) rejected this argu- 
ment and gave judgment for the full face value of the 
forged notes. 


Anyone wanting to read the whole story can do so 
in 1932 Appeal Cases, 452; space here only allows a few 
extracts, Lord Sankey, the Lord Chancellor, said: 


“The bank is the Central Bank of Portugal. Since 
1887 it has held from the Government of Portugal an 
exclusive license for the issue of bank notes as legal 
tender in Portugal.” 


Mr. Justice Wright said, and was approved by the Lord 
Chancellor: 


“In Portugal these notes are currency. They are 
the currency of Portugal. They can purchase com- 
modities in Portugal, including gold, which after all 
is only a commodity like any other—though it is raised 
in financial affairs to a special pre-eminence as a con- 
venient medium for fixing values; they can buy for- 
eign exchange, that is sterling or dollar exchange; 
they can buy and exchange in any currency which 
is convertible, and they do that because they have 
behind them the credit, that is the liability, of the Bank 
of Portugal” 

Then take the case of Australia. About eighteen 
months ago there was great outery that Australia would 
not hold up her money. Every loosening of money in 
Australia increased the velocity of her exit from depres- 
sion., The Australian pound is now an honored instrument 
of world finance. Had the Australian leaders listened to 
outside evitics, the depression would still have been eating 


up Australian values.

From these facts it must be clear to anyone that a 
© ~-"'on dollar, having behind it the credit of the govern- 
ment of Canada and an adequate sinking fund, will be 
worth one hundred cents in home trade; and will have the 
full ordinary exchange value abroad, That is all our 
present money has. 


The beneficial eftect of the change over to sound 
money will be to relieve the country of an unpayable in- 
terest load; to restore values; and to let business get 
under way again, on an honest wages and salary basis,
